How It Is Maimtamed 


An Exposition of I John 1 and 2. 
By Dr. James M. Gray, c. 1850-1935 


It is an interesting fact that. al- 
most each of the New Testament 
epistles has in it one leading or 
central theme. It were as though 
the Holy Spirit intended’ to write 
a monologue on each of the 
great truths He desired to reveal 
to the hearts of God’s people. And 
one of the most precious and im- 
portant of all is that of this 
epistle— “Fellowship with God.” 

It is also interesting to observe 
the way in which the writer works 
out his theme, so to speak. He 
does it in a series of three cycles 
of thought. He says first, “God 
is light,”’ the inference from which 
is that to be in fellowship with 
God one must be walking in the 
light. In the second place, he says: 
“God is righteous,” the inference 
being that to have fellowship with 
God one must be doing righteous- 
ness. In the third place, “God is 
love,” the inference being that to 
hold fellowship with God one must 
be experiencing and manifesting 
love. 

It is only the first of these that 
we have time to dwell upon to- 
night: “God is light,’”’ and to have 
fellowship with God one must be 
walking in the light. 

In the first verse of the epistle 
the writer refers to the person of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
He is addressing Christians who 


were very evidently familiar with]. 


his Gospel, in which he had al- 
ready alluded to our blessed Lord 
in the same language, saying, “In 
the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.” “And the Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt among 
us, and we beheld his glory, as of 
the only begotten of the Father.” 
Here he is’ bearing testimony 
again to that great and so im- 
portant fact that the religion of 
Jesus Christ is a historical reli- 
gion, and that Jesus Christ is 
Himself a historical person who 
lived in the flesh and was heard 
and seen and looked upon and 
handled. “We... declare this unto 
you, |third' verse| that ye may 
have fellowship with us: and truly 
our fellowship is with the Father, 
and with his Son Jesus Christ.” 
After stating the theme he 
elaborates it in verses 5,6 and 7: 


“This then is the message which

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we have heard of him, and declare 
unto you, that God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at ali. If 
we say that we have fellowship 
uith him, and walk in darkness, 
we lie, and do not the truth: But 
if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.”

It is true that He definite- 
ly ordained and determined some 
events ahead of time, and selected 


some individuals for His purposes. 


CHAPTER II 


Hyper-Calvinism Is a Man-Made Philosophy 


Scriptures 


It is certain that people are saved 
only by the grace of God, and kept 
by the grace of God. That far 
Calvinists may well prove their 
doctrines by the Scriptures. But 
beyond that, hyper-Calvinism 
goes into a realm of human phi- 
losophy. It is not a Bible doc- 
trine, but a system of human phi- 
losophy appealing somewhat to 
the proud mind. Those who know 
that they are saved and saved for- 
ever feel very superior to others 
who, they think, are elected to be 
damned.

And to this agree 
the words of the prophets; as it 
is written, After this I will re- 
turn, and will build again the 
tabernacle of David, which is 
fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I 
will set it up: That the residue of 
men might seek after the Lord, 
and all the Gentiles, upon whom 
my name is called, saith the Lord, 
who doeth all these things.’— 
Acts. 15:13-17. 


There were four points” to 
James’ message. First, God is 
visiting the Gentiles to take out 
of them a people for His name. 
Second, the return of the Lord. 
“After this I will return.” Third, 
the restoration of Israel. “I will 
build again the tabernacle of Da- 
vid.” Fourth, the millennium: 
“That the residue of men might 
seek. after the Lord.” 


The purpose of God is to take 
out a people for His name and to 
make them ready for the great 
things which are to take place. 
The purpose of God is not to con- 
vert the worid. This world will 
not be won to Christ in this age. 
The purpose of God is not the es- 
tablishment of a new world order. 
This will come in the age which 
follows ours. The purpose of God 
for this age is not to bring uni- 
versal peace to nations. Peace is 
also promised in the Word of 
God, but it belongs to the time 
when Christ shall reign upon -the 
earth. In this age 
heartache, and evil, God is offer- 
ing to man the highest and best 
that He has. He is offering salva- 
tion through the blood of His Son. 
The Holy Spirit working to 
produce conviction and to point 
men to the Saviour. Here and 
there are those who hear and 
heed. These are the called-out 
ones and they will live and reign 
with Christ.

Itl, The Course of This Age 


The Word tells us that certain 
things will happen in this age. Je- 
Sus gave a full discourse on this 
matter. 

He said that wars would char- 
acterize this entire age and would 
continue down to the end of the 
age. “And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumours of wars: see that ye 
be not troubled: for all these 
things must come to pass, but the 
end is not yet. For nation shall 
rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom: and there shall 
be. famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places” 
(Matt. 24:6, 7). 

Christ said that wars would 
continue. Put this truth of our 
Lord over against the modern con- 
ception of trying to stop war 
through alliances and combima- 
tions of nations. Wars will con- 
tinue and will finally go into the 
Great Tribulation period and will 
climax in the battle of Armaged- 
don. This present age faces a com- 
plete collapse, and every word of 
the Lord Jesus will be fulfilled. 


We have talked about some 
very serious matters tonight— 
matters that should cause all of 
us to think seriously. We have 
been seeing God’s picture of this 
day in which we live. It is not 
beautiful, but it all points to a 
glorious event—the coming of Je 
sus and our removal to be with 
Him. As the world rushes on in its 
evil course, We are looking for the 
return of Christ. We are waiting 
for the fulfillment of prophecies 
regarding His coming, and the 
Golden Age.

“Terrorvision” for the 
Kiddies! 

Some weeks ago’ the TV critic 
of the Chicago Daily News, Ethel 
Daccardo, warned parents of an 
approaching wave of ‘“terror- 
vision” films planned for that 
week end. Included for the con- 
sumption of the kiddies was a 
Flash Gordon episode, ‘Death in 
the Negative,” in which the evil 
queen of Cygnil had a “Negativ- 
izor” that killed all living things. 
The Saturday Mystery Theater 
had a film, “The Ninety-Ninth 
Day,” whose plot featured a fam- 
ily spending several “terror-filled 
days when threatened = with 
death.” A “Superman” episode in 
the “Fun at Five’ children’s 
series highlighted ‘‘an intricate 
mechanical brain that is used by 
criminals to plot crimes.” 

About an episode in that week’s 
“Suspicion” series, she quoted a 
written protest by a Dr. Maurice 
P. Goldman: “This ‘horror’ show 
at 9 when children are still watch- 
ing TV was a shameful disregard 
for the psychological welfare of 
both children and adults, and can 
only stimulate inactive and _ bor- 
derline psychopaths and sadists as 
well as active psychopaths to 
some horrible act and was a bad 
thing for everyone.’ 


Commenting that although the 
Situation was presently desperate- 
ly bad, Miss Daccardo assured.her 
readers that it was going to. get 
worse. She revealed that “Screen 
Gems” had released a group of 
22 monster films to TV under the 
title “Shock,’ and among ihem 
was such films as ‘Frankenstein,’ 
“The Wolf Man,” “The Mummy,” 
“The: Weird Woman,” and “The 
Mad Ghoul.” The chief. selling 
point of Screen Gems for the films 
had to do with the “emotional 
shock you sustain when you watch 
them.”’ 


Miss Daecardo commented that 
“shock” films pleased TV 
brass so much that ABC-TV 
signed Screen Gems up to produce 
a series of 39 films to be called, 
“Tales of Frankenstein,” and be 
ready by next spring. She also 
complained about the _ so-called 
“science fiction and space men’ 
films, mentioning 
“Rocky Jones, Space Ranger,’ 
which she deseribed as “one of the 
horror of horrors for children,” 
and’ the “Flash Gordon’ series 
which she summed up as “a mons- 
trositv—-nightmare material for 
the aero st 


In the light of the above reva- 
lation a United Press dispatch 
which I read in the Cleveland 
Preéss-is not ‘surprising. It revealed 
how a fourteen-year-old boy. in 
Niles, Illinois, watched. a television 
movie, “Act of Violence,’ and then 
terrorized a neighbor family be- 
cause he couldn't sleep. He went 
to a neighbor’s home armed with 
a steel wrench and two ice picks, 
broke into the house, attacked and 
injured the father, a twelve-year- 
old son and a_ nineteen-year-old 
daughter, before he was subdued 
by police. dear 

There is not a bit of question 
in my mind but what television is 
one of the biggest enemies. of 
Jesus Christ and His church in 


every lost person. It is the offer 
of salvation through Jesus Christ. 
Hasten to receive. Christ as your 
Saviour that you might be ready 
for His coming and for the new 
age which He will begin. A beau- 
tiful picture of how it should be 
when Jesus comes is given in 
Luke 8:40, “And it came to pass, 
that, when Jesus was returned, 
the people gladly received him:

sin in the faith of Jesus Christ. 
(See verses 7 to 10 of the first 
chapter, and 1 and 2 of the second 
chapter.) 


“But if we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellow- 
ship one with another. and_ the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleamseth us from all sin. If we 
say that we have no sin, we de- 
ceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us. If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgqwe 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness. If we say that 
we have not sinned, we make him 
a liar, and his word is not in us.” 


“My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: And he is 
the propitiation for our sins: and 
not for our’s only, but also for the 
sins of the whole world.” 


There is no sin on us, of course. 
It has been borne by our Lord 
and Saviour. Jesus Christ; but 
there is still sin im us. We are 
not dwelling in sin, in other words, 
but sin is still dwelling im us. 
Our old Adamic nature is still 
with us and every once in a while 
it comes to the surface through 


With God 


temptation. If we say this is 
not so, we deceive ourselves, and 
there is no truth, i.e., no light, 
in us. 

But we must not only be per- 
ceiving sin, but confessing it (1:9). 
I suppose that one might ask for- 
giveness of his sin every day in 
the year and never have the as- 
surance that it was forgiven so 
far as this promise is concerned, 
but the moment he confesses it, 
it is not only his privilege, but his 
duty, to believe that it has been 
forgiven and that he has been 
cleansed from his_ unrighteous- 
ness. 

The difference is this. We may 
ask forgiveness for sin without 
really knowing what our sin is, 
without ever bringing ourself in- 
to the place of judgment for it. 
But the moment we confess it we 
bring it out in the light of God’s 
countenance, and take the same 
place with reference to it that 
God takes. 

But this is not enough. We 
must not only perceive and con- 
fess sin, but it must be done in 
the faith of Jesus Christ (2:1). It 
is the man who sees Jesus Christ 
as his propitiation, the one in 
whom he has forgiveness, in whom 
he is brought into a state of 
peace with God through His 


shed blood, and his ever living 
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‘Advocate and Intercessor, who 


is in’*fellowship with God. 


Are we really resting in the finish- 
ed work of Jesus Christ? Has 
he become our propitiation and 
our advocate? Have we laid hold 
of and are we living in the realiz- 
ation and the enjoyment of these 
great facts? This is to be in fel- 
lowship with God, 


II. By Keeping God’s 
Commandments 


But secondly, we walk in the 
light not only as we perceive and 
confess sin in the faith of Jesus 
Christ, but as we are keeping 
God’s commandments. (See verses 
3 to 6 of the second chapter.) 


“And hereby we do know that 
we know him, if we keep his 
commandments. He that saith, I 
know him, and keepeth not his 
commandments, is a liar, and the 
truth is not in him. But whoso 
keepeth his word, in him verily 
is the ‘love of God vperfected: 
hereby know we that we are in 
him. He that saith he abideth im 
him ought himself also so to walk 
even as he walked,” 


Let us note the deep. and 
practical significance of the words 
—‘‘Hereby we know that we 
know him, if we keep his com- 
mandments.” Does He mean the 
Ten Commandments? Yes, but 
that is not all. He means every 
commandment that God has writ- 
ten in His Word from Genesis. to 
Revelation, and which has a 
bearing upon us in the dispensa- 
tion in which we live. And not 
Only every commandment in the 
written, Word, but every com- 
mandment recorded on our. en- 
lightened conscience in Christ. He 
only is holding fellowship with 
God who is keeping these com- 
mandments for He only knows 
that he knows Him. 


“,.. 10 walk even as he walked.” 
How did Jesus Christ walk? He 
tells us in the eighth chapter of 
John, where He says: “He that 
sent me is with me: the Father 
has not left me alone, for I do 
always those things that please 
him.” That was the reason He had 
fellowship with His Father,  be- 
cause He did always the things 
that pleased Him. 

And we have the testimony: not 
only of the Son; but also of thé 
Father, to the same fact. When 
He came to be baptized of John, 
we hear the Father saying, ‘This 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased.” That testimony 
has reference to those thirty hid- 
den years He spent in the un- 
savory village of Nazareth. God 
was well pleased with Him: from 
the beginning. As a babe on His 
mother’s knee, as a boy playing 
in village streets, as a youth 
learning the carpenter’s trade, as 
a journeyman carpenter earning 
His own living, contributing to 
the support of His mother and 
His brothers. Well pleased with 
Him in the days when the muscles 
of His arms were hardening, when 
His fingers were gnarled by the 
use of heavy tools, when the sweat 
was on His brow as He labored 
in His little shop. All His life 
He was well pleasing to His Fath- 
er and thus holding fellowship 
with God. 


Ill. By Love of the Brethren 


In the third place, we are walk- 
ing in the light as we love the 
brethren. (See chapter 2, verses 
7 to 11.) 


“Brethren, I write no new 
commandment unto you, but an 
old commandment which ye had 
from the beginning. The old com- 
mandment is the word which ye 
have heard from the beginning. 
Again, a@ new commandment I 
write unto you, which thing is 
true in him and in you: because 
the darkness is past, and the true 
light now shineth. He that saith 
he is in the light, and hateth his 
brother, is in darkness even until 
now. He that loveth his brother 
abideth in the light, and there is 
none occasion of stumbling in him. 
But he that hateth his brother is 
in darkness, and walketh in dark- 
ness, and knoweth not whither 
he goeth, because that darkness 
hath blinded his eyes.” 


~Verse seven perhaps alludes to 
that commandment which sums up 
the second table of the law— 


“Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself,” while the eighth, it

Some Christians think this 
commandment the hardest ever 


laid upon them, but the reason is 
that they do not consider the real 
meaning of it. They think of 
that natural passion or emotion 
which we call jlove—between 
brother and sister, between hus- 
band and wife, between parent 
and child—and naturally ask, 
How can we have that love for 
one just because he is a Christian, 
one that we do not know very 
well and who may not be very 
lovable in his character? 


But that is not the kind of love 
meant. It is not natural, but 
supernatural love. The love born 
in the heart of the believer in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, because 
he has been born again and is 
a new creation in Jesus’ Christ. 
With that new creation has come 
the new love for all who are new 


With God 


creatures with him in Christ 
Jesus. 

‘We have the definition of this 
love by the Holy Spirit in I Corin- 
thians 13—where Paul, speaking 
of it, says, “Love suffereth long, 
and is kind; love envieth not; love 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, doth not behave itself unseem- 
ly, seeketh not its own, is not 
provoked, taketh not account of 
evil; rejoiceth not in unrighteous- 
ness, but rejoiceth with the truth; 
beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things.” That is the kind of 
love referred to. And that love 
is perfectly possible for us if we 
really desire it. And indeed, ex- 
cept as we are possessing and 
manifesting it towards one an- 
other in Christ, are we fulfilling 
the commandment of holding fel- 
lowship with God?

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When the woman saw that the 
fruit was good for food (the lust 
of the flesh), that it was pleasant 
to the eyes (the lust of the eyes), 
and to be desired to make one 
wise (the pride of life), she took 
of the fruit of the tree and gave 
also to her husband. and he did 
eat (Gen. 3). 


Observe the corresponding temp- 
tation on the second Adam in the 
wilderness. “If thou be the Son 
of God, command that these 
stones be made bread,” the lust 
of the flesh. Then he taketh Him 
into a high mountain apart, and 
Showeth Him all the kingdoms 
of the world, and the glory of 
them, and says, “All these will I 
give thee, if thou wilt fall down 
and worship me,’—the lust of 
the eyes. And he carried Him 
to a pinnacle of the temple,— 
“Cast thyself down: for it is writ- 
ten, ‘He shall give his angels 
charge concerning thee,’”’—the 
pride of life as seen in the doing 
of a gréat miracle. 


So Satan tempts every one of 
us in one of these three ways. Not 
necessarily in all of them, for 
there are some of whom he can 
get possession ‘through the lust 
of the flesh, the lower and baser 
things of life. Others he can get 
possession of through the lust of 
the eyes—the glamour, the pleas- 
ures and amusements, the gold 
and silver of the world. There 
are others he cannot touch in 
these ways, but secures by the 
pride of life, the exaltation of 


human reason against the revela- 
tion of God, the setting up of 
our thought against the divine 


thought. “So we are all ensnared. 
When He says, “Love not the 
things of the world,” this is what 
He means. 

He gives us too a practical ar- 
gument against our loving. these 
things. ‘“‘And the world passeth 
away, and the lust thereof.’ Not 
only does the world pass. away 
but the very desire thereof passes 
away. You remember Barzillai. 
When David is returning after his 
exile, subsequent to the death of 
Absalom, he feels kindly toward 
him and says, ‘Come home with 
me, and sit at my table for the 
rest of your life.” But  Barzillai 
answers, ‘Why should I do this? 
I am now so old I cannot hear 
the .voices of the singing men and 
the singing women; I cannot taste 
the delicacies set before me. The 
time has passed for me to enjoy 
these things. Do thou go over 
without me.’ 

You remember the story of the 
rich man in Hell. Even there 
the lust of the world is gone. 
Dives did not want to be taken 
out of Hell, the world had no at- 
tractions for him. He was willing 
to remain if only his . situation 
could be made more. comfortable 
‘Let Lazarus dip his_ finger in 
water, and touch my tongue.’ It 
is only he that doeth the will of 
God that abideth forever. 


V. By Separating From 
False Teachers 


Fifth, we are walking in the 
light and colding fellowship with 
God not merely as we are sepa- 
rated from the world, but as we 
are separated from false teachers. 
Nothing is of more importance 
to us just now than this. Now 
read verses 18 to 28 of the second 
chapter: 


“Little children, it is the last 
time: and as ye have heard that 
antichrist shall come, even now 
are there many antichrists; 
whereby we know that it is the 
last time. They went out from us, 
but they were not of us; for if 
they had been of us, they would 
no doubt have continued with us: 
but they went out, 
might be made manifest that they 
were not ail of us. ... Who is a 
liar, but he that denieth that 
Jesus is the Christ? He is anti- 
christ, that denieth the Father 
and the Son. Whosoever denieth 
the Son, the same hath not the 
Father: (but) he that acknowl- 
edgeth the Son hath the Father 
also. ... And now, little children, 
abide in him; that when he shall 
appear, we may have confidence, 
and not be ashamed before him 
at his coming.” 


We understand that the Anti- 


‘christ, when he comes, will be an 


individual, a secular despot, great- 
er than Nebuchadnezzar, or Alex- 
ander, or Caesar or Napoleon, or 


that they. 


all of them rolled into one. 
when John says there are many 
antichrists, he means in the sense 
of types or forerunners of the one 
who shall arise at the end of the 
age, 

The difference between the false 
teachers then and now is that in 
John’s day “the false teachers 
went out from us, because they 
were not of us,” while now they 
Stay in the church, and you can- 
not drive them out. 


In verse 22 he warns us that 
the center of all the false teach- 
ing consists of opposition to the 
person and work of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. “Who is the liar 
but he that denieth that Jesus 
is the Christ?” Here is the bot- 
tom of it. We have been passing 
through a battle with the higher 
criticism, supposed to be directing 
its shafts against the Word of 
God, but the real object is not the 
written Word, but the Word in- 
carnate. If this is not true of 
the rationalistic critic, it is true

Predestined for Hell? 


(Continued from page 1) 


was Calvin who wrought out this 
system of theologicar thought 
with such logical clearness and 
emphasis that it has ever since 
borne his name” (The Reformed 
Doctrine of Predestination), War- 
burton says, “But inasmuch as it 
was Calvin who first formulated 
these principles into a more or 
less complete system, that sys- 
tem, or creed, if you will, and like- 
wise those principles which are 
embodied in it, came to bear his 
name” (Calvinism). 


How strange that, after 1,400 
years of Christianity, practically 
no one had understood the Bible 
to teach Calvin’s doctrine of pre- 
destination until he formed the 
philosophy! 

Again, notice these statements 
by Dr. Boettner: 


“It may occasion some 
surprise to discover that the 
doctrine of Predestination 
was not made a matter of 
special study until near the 
end of the fourth century. 
The earlier church fathers 
placed chief emphasis. on 
good ‘works such as_ faith, 
repentance, almsgiving, 
prayers, submission to bap- 
tism, etc., as the basis of 
salvation. They of course 
taught that salvation was 
through Christ; yet they as- 
sumed that man had full 
power to accept or -reject 
the gospel” (page 365, The 
Reformed Doctrine of Pre- 


destination). 

Again he says, “This cardinal 
truth of Christianity ‘|he means 
predestination! was first clearly 
seen by Augustine, the great 
Snirit-filled theologian of the 
West.” 

Again Boettner says, ‘Follow- 


ing Augustine there was retro- 
eression rather than progress.” 

(That is, there was retrogres- 
sion in the teaching of predestina- 
tion.) Then, we are taught, a 
thousand years went by before 
the doctrine of predestination was 
wain resurrected and carefully 
formulated by Calvin! 

What a strangely hidden doc- 
trine, that New Testament Chris- 
tians could go for. nearly four 
hundred vears and nobody find it 
in the Bible or teach it until 
Augustine is supposed to have 
seen it. And then the doctrine was 
hidden again for a thousand years 
until the days of the reformers, 
when .Calvin developed the doc- 
trine fully. 

It is obvious that great grogps 
of Christians have alwavs found 
salvation by grace in the Bible. 
The Bible is very clear on. that. 
It is clear on every other great 
doctrine. Then if there is only 
one man in four hundred years, 
and another man after a thou- 
sand years to find the Calvinistic 
doctrine of predestination in the 
Bible, it surely must not be a 
elearly taught Bible doctrine! No, 
Calvinismsis a philosophy of men 
which is not primarily based upon 
the Bible. It ise based upon the 
logic and philosophy of a man, 
with some misinterpretations of 
Scriptures and ignoring great 
numbers of plain statements of 
Scriptures. 

Take, tor. example, the “Five 
Points of Calvinism.”” Who can 
find these five points listed in the 
Bible? Where does the Bible indi- 
eate that there are any definite 
and exclusive five points as a 
foundation for theology? That or- 
ganization of thought comes from 
Calvin, not from the Bible, It is 
a human philosophy, not a Bible 
doctrine, 


II. Calvinism the Product of 
an Age Now Gone 


Note the Calvinistic appraisal 
of possible doctrines on salvation. 
Calvinism claims (The Reformed 
Doctrine of Predestination, Boet- 
tner, page 47) that “There are 
really only three systems which 
claim to set forth a way of sal- 
vation through Christ.” And he 
says that they are Universalism, 
Arminianism, and Calvinism, by 
which he means the Calvinistic 
nosition of the “Five Points,” in- 
cluding radical hyper-Calvinistic 
predestination. 

That organization of thought. 
that outline, arose hundreds of 


literature, 


years ago when Calvinism was at 
its height, influencing Lutherans, 
Puritans, and others. Arminianism 
was very strong. John Wesley had 
his magazine, The Arminian. The 
great modern missionary move- 
ment had not been born, the great 
evangelists, Moody, Torrey, Chap- 
man, Billy Sunday, had not. ap- 
peared on the scene. The inter- 
denominational Bible institutes 
and Christian colleges had not 
come into being. The Bible con- 
ference movement, with independ- 
ent, undenominational Bible study, 
free and widespread without the 
bondage of sectarianism, had not 
come. According to the appear- 
ances and logic of men hundreds 
of years ago, aside from Univers- 
alism, there appeared to be only 
two basic positions concerning 
salvation: that is, Arminianism., 
free will—one could be saved 
when he chose and be lost again 
tomorrow, ete.—or Calvinism, 
which, in that time, meant. pre- 
destination and all, 


But now every sensible person 


knows that human_ philosophy 
Which grew out of an age and the 
dominating, overpowering — influ- 


ence of John Calvin himself, is 
Simply a human system. It does 
not represent the teachings of the 
Bible and does. not’ represent 
Christianity. It is an obsolete hu- 
man philosophy which never did 
properly represent the Scriptures. 
Now most of the Bible teachers, 
the ministers, the soul winners, 
and the theologians in the world 
would be outside those three clas- 
sifications. You see, it never was a 
scriptural classification, for ex- 
treme Calvinism is a man-made 
philosophy, not a Bible doctrine. 


{H. Calvinism Js a Philosophy 
Of Human Reason, Not 
Divine Revelation 


The writings of the hvper-Cal- 
vinists abound in terms like ‘“‘then 
it must logically follow that... .” 
The doctrine is based on a system 
of human reasoning. For example, 
the hyper-Calvinist reasons that if 
God foreknew what would occur, 
then He must have ordered it. If 
He knew sin would come, then He 
must have planned the sin. Of 
course the Bible never savs that. 
It is a conclusion based only on 
the human reason... 


Boettner argues that if any per- 
son has a choice and may decide 
right or wrong on moral issues, 
then God Himself would not know 
how things would turn out. ‘He 
would then be ignorant of much 
of the future and would daily be 
raining vast stores of knowledge. 
His government of the world also, 
in that case, would be very un- 
certain and changeable, depend- 
ent as it would be, on the un- 
foreseen conduct of men.’ Note 
that here the doctrine jis wholly 
based on a human argument: if 
God did not~’*arbitrarily decide 
what: men must do, and leave 
them no choice of their own, then. 
savs Boeettner, God Himself would 
be ignorant of what was going to 
occur! That is a sample of the 
human arguments and logic on 
which this unscriptural doctrine is 
based. It is a philosophy of men, 
not a Bible teaching. 


IV. The Terminoloov of Cal- - 
vinism Is Not Bible 
Terminology 


That it is 4 human philosophy 
instead of a Bible doctrine is in- 
Tieated also by the very language 
which is used. 

The strict unreserved Calvinist 
teaches a doctrine which he calls 
“reprobation,” that is, that some 
men are condemned to Hell, -fore- 
ordained to damnation before they 
sre born, and that they cannot be- 
lieve, cannot repent, cannot be 
saved, by God’s own deliberate 
choice. I say that in the writings 
of predestinarians like Boettner, 
in the International Standard Bi- 
ble Encyclopedia in the article 
written by a Calvinist on predes- 
tination, and throughout Calvinist 
this name ‘“Reproha- 
tion” is given to the doctrine. But 
such a name is not even found in 
Seripture nor implied in Scrip- 
ture The Bible has no doctrine of 
“reprobation,” and the Bible does 
not use that word, nor anv word 
like it, in reference to predestina- 
tion.

That is true, as all students 
of Scripture assent. But the Bible 
does not call this “‘total inability.” 
In fact, the Bible never even hints 
that there are many people who 
have no ability to be saved. The 
Bible teaches that a man may so 
harden his heart and go on in his 
sins that his mind may be dark- 
ened and God may turn him over 
to a reprobate mind as a result 
of his own rejection of the Gospel. 
But the idea that many men, 


unable to repent, and always have 
been; that they are unable to 
choose for Christ, unable to be- 
lieve in Him, is not a scriptural 
doctrine. The language itself is 
not scriptural. 


“Unconditional election” means, 
to a Calvinist, that God has al- 
ready decided who will be saved 
and it has no reference as to 
whether he wishes to be saved or 
not. God has already decided who 
will go to Hell and it has no refer- 
ence to anything he will decide for 
himself. The election to Heaven 
or Hell is unconditional, wholly 
on God’s part, says the Calvinist. 
But is there any such language in 
the Bible? There is not! It is true 
that God, in mercy, elects some 
men to do certain tasks, since He 
knows that they will obey Him 
in these matters. In that matter, 
“it is not of him that runneth but

of God that showeth mercy.” But 
concerning all men everywhere, 
and on the matter of salvation, 
the Bible has no teaching of ‘“‘un- 
conditional election,” and the lan- 
guage itself is not Bible language. 

Calvinists insist on point three, 
“Limited Atonement.” They mean 
that Christ died only for the elect. 
For those that He planned and 
ordained should go to Hell, He did 
not die, they say. But such Jan- 
guage is never used in the Bible. 
And the doctrine wholly contra- 
dicts many plain Scriptures like, 
“He is the propitiation for our 
sins: and not for our’s only, but

Answer to Puzzle No. 3 
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also for the sins of the whole 
world” (I John 2:2). It tra- 
dicts the express statement of 
Scripture, “. . . the man Christ 
Jesus; Who gave himself a ransom 
for all...” ¢I Tim. 2:5; 6). “Lim- 
ited atonement” is not a Bible 
term because it does not repre- 
sent a Bible doctrine. It repre- 
sents a philosophy of men. 


The fourth point of Calvinism 
is “Irresistible Grace.” But the 
term “irresistible” is never used 
aS a modifier of “grace” in the 
Bible. That terminology is not 
Bible terminology. The idea, the 
doctrine involved, is not a Bible 
idea, a Bible doctrine. The Bible 
represents the grace of God as 
loving mercy offered to all men. 
But Calvinism represents grace as 
the irresistible act of God com- 
pelling a man to be saved who 
does not want to be saved, so that 
a man has no choice in the matter 
except as God forcibly puts a 
choice in his mind. As Professor 
Herman Hoeksema says in “Who- 
soever Will,’ “That work is ab- 
solutely divine. Man has no part 
in it, and cannot possibly co- 


,| operate with God in his own sgal- 


vation. In no sense of the word, 
and at no stage of the work, does 
salvation depend upon the will or 
work of man, or wait for the de- 
termination of his will.” No, ir- 
resistible grace, according to the 
philosophy of John Calvin, means 
that God simply forces some peo- 
ple to be saved, as He determines 
that others will be lost. But that 
is not the Bible doctrine of grace. 


Even in the matter of God’s 
blessed keeping of His saints, Cal- 
vinism uses terminology that is 
questionable. The fifth point of 
Calvinism is “Perseverance of the 
Saints.”” Now there is a great and 
blessed truth here, but the truth 
is that God preserves His saints, 
not so much that they persevere. 
My certainty of Heaven is not 
that God has compelled me by His 
overweening predestination to act 
a certain way; no, my security in 
Christ and the certainty of my 
eternal salvation depends not on 
my perseverance but on God’ 
preservation. You see, Calvinism, 
this human philosophy, must put 
forth its tenets even. to.color any 
true doctrine it teaches. But the 
philosophy itself is unscriptural. 


The -larfguage of the doctrine is 
unscriptural because it represents 
an unscriptural position. | 


V. Arminianism, Like Calvin- 
ism, Uses Unscriptural 
Terminology 

We ought to say here very 
plainly that Arminians likewise do 
wrong in using unscriptural lan- 
guage. It is true that God holds 
man to account to choose for right 


against the wrong, to repent and | 


be saved, and to try to please God 
after he is saved. Man has “free- 
dom of the will’ in the sense that 
he can, by God’s help, do what 
God has told him to do. But to 
insist that the freedom of the will 
is never affected on the one hand 
by sin or on the other hand by the 
grace of God, is wrong. 

For example, a lost sinner may 
have free will, and can be saved, 
but if he goes on in sin, his heart 
may become so hardened and his 
mind so set in sin that eventually 
the man cannot be saved. God 
does not promise that a man will 
always be left so it is just as easy 
to do right as it is to do wrong. 
There eomes a time when a man 
is so colored and hardened by his 
own wrong decisions that he is 
enslaved by sin; and sometimes 
God even turns a man over to his 
reprobate mind, to be damned. So 
Arminians make much of free will 
in a sense that makes it a hu- 
man philosophy, not a Bible teach- 
ing. : 

Likewise Arminians argue that 
if one can trust Christ and be 
saved, he can later sin and be lost. 
But that ignores the clear Bible

VI. Calvinism Based on Mis- 
use of Scripture 


What Scripture does the hyper- 
Calvinist depend on principally for 
‘teaching that some are foreor- 
dained to be damned? Generally 
it is upon Romans 9:10-18. 

Let us read that passage and 
then give a typical Calvinist com- 
ment upon it, to show this misuse 
of Scripture. 

“And not only this; but when 
Rebecca also had conceived by 
one, even by our father Isaac; 
(ior the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any 
good or evil, that the purpose of 
God according to election night 
stand, not of works, but of him 
that calleth;) It was said unto 
her, The elder shall serve the 
younger. As it is written, Jacob 
have I loved, but EHsau have I 
hated. What shall we say then? 
Is there unrighteousness wrth 
God? God forbid. For he saith to 
Moses, I will have mercy on whom 
I will have mercy, and I will have 
compassion on whom I will have 
compassion. So then it is not of 
him that willeth, nor of him that 
runneth, but of God that shewetnr 
mercy. For the scripture saith un- 
to Pharaoh, Even for this same 
nurpose have I raised thee up, 
that I might shew my power in 
thee, and that my name might 
be declared throughout all the 
earth. Therefore hath he mercy 
on whom he will have mercy, and 
whom he will he hardeneth.” 

Now where does the hyper- 
Calvinist go wrong on this Scrip- 
ture? 

Let us quote here the comment 
on verses 11 and 12 by Warfield

of Princeton in Biblical Doctrines. 
Warfield says: 


“We are pointed illustrat- 
ively to the sovereign ac- 
ceptance of Isaac and rejec- 
tion of Ishmael, and to the 
choice of Jacob and not of 
Esau before their birth and 
therefore before either had 
done good or bad; we are 
explicitly told that in the 
matter of salvation it is not 
of him that wills, or of him 
that runs, but of God that 


has mercy on whom He will, 
and whom He will He hard- 
ens; we are pointedly di- 
rected to behold in God the 
potter who makes the ves- 
sels which proceed from His 
hand each for an end of His 
appointment, that He may 
work out His’ will upon 
them.

You will understand that War- 
field is here particularly teach- 
ing the predestination taught by 
Calvin and by the Westminster 
Catechism, including the doctrine 
of “reprobation,” the doctrine that 


some are predestined to be 
damned. 

Now where is Warfield’s mis- 
take? And Calvin’s mistake? 


It is in one phrase. In the midst 
of the quotation: above, '|Warfield 
says, “We are explicitly told that 
IN THE MATTER OF SALVA- 
TION it is not of him that wills, 
or of him that runs, but of God 
that shows mercy... .”

But we are explicitly told noth- 


That entire pas- 
sage of Scripture we have read 
above does not even mention sal- 
vation.

unto you prophets, and wise men, 
and scribes: and some of them 
ye shall kill and crucify; and some 
of them shall ye scourge in your 
synagogues, and persecute them 
from city to city: That upon you 
may come all the righteous blood 
shed upon the earth, from the 
blood of righteous Abel unto the 
blood of Zacharias son of Barach- 
ias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and altar. Verily I say 
unto you, ALL. THESE THINGS 
SHALL COME UPON’ THIS 
GENERATION” (Matt. 23:34- 
36). 

Then follows one of the most 
eloquent and heartbreaking ut- 
terances ever delivered. It must 
have been said with tears stream- 
ing down His cheeks. “O Jerusa- 
lem, Jerusalem, thou that killest 
the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how of- 
ten would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not! BE- 
HOLD, YOUR HOUSE IS LEFT 
UNTO YOU DESOLATE” (Matt. 
23:37, - 38). 

The judgment of God had final- 
ly caught uv with Israel, the 
natural. branches! They were of- 
ficially’ cut off. This ought to put 
the fear of God into every think- 
ing heart. Indeed, the fear of God 
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is the beginning of wisdom. 
Follow the logic of this. God 
spared not the angels for one 
sin. They were cast down to Hell. 
God spared not the old world, but 
destroyed it with the flood. God 
spared not the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, but burned them 
to ashes, making them an example 
for those who live in sin. God 
spared not the natural branches. 
Now what about you and your 
sin? Do you think God will put 
angels in Hell and let you go 
free? I beg you to think on your 
way. The Bible says the wrath of 
God abides on the _ unbeliever 
(John 3:36). The Bible says the 
unbeliever is “. ... condemned al- 
ready ...” because “. . . he hath 
not believed. . .” (John 3:18). 
Now we come to the text: 


God Spared Not His Own Son 


“He that SPARED NOT HIS 
OWN SON, but delivered, him up 
for us all, how shall he not with 
him also freely give us. all 
things?’ (Rom. 8:32). The angels, 
the old world, the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and the natural 
branches were not spared because 
of their sins. Now we read that 
God ‘SPARED NOT HIS OWN 
SON..Surely He had no sin. He is 
the pure and spotless Lamb of 
God, without -blemish. Never in 
word, thought, or deed did He 
deviate from the complete holy 
will of God. 

But Isaiah tells us that “. .. 
we did esteem him . stricken, 
SMITTEN OF GOD, and afflict- 
ed”: (Isa. 53:4). 

And again in verse 10, “Yet it 
pleased the LORD TO BRUISE 
HIM. HE HATH PUT HIM TO 
GRIEF.” 

Why would God smite His own 
Son? Why would God put HIM 
to grief? The answer to these 
questions is the best news the 
world has ever heard. Here is the 
heart of the Gospel. Jesus had 
taken upon Himself OUR sins. 
All our sins were upon Him, “He 
was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed” (Isa. 
53:5). All the punishment for all 
the sin of all the people in the 
world was put on our Lord Jesus 
Christ when He died on Calvary’s 
cross.

No, not that, but something a 
million times more precious. It 
was the precious blood of Jesus. 

“The wages of sin is death” 
(Rom, 6:23). All have sinned; The 
navment for sin being death— 
Christ died. It was a_ substitu- 
tionary death—in your place. If 


iChrist had not died for you, you 


would have had to die in your 
sins. If vou had died in vour sins, 
vou would be in Hell. All the pain 
of Hell was suffered for you when 
Jesus died. Yes, it was a very, 
very high price that God suffered 
that you might be saved. 


“When | survey the wondrous cross, 
On which the Prince of Glory died, 
My richest gain | count but loss, 
And pour contempt on all my pride. 


Forbid it, Lord, that | should boast, 
Save-in the death of Christ, my God; 


| All the vain things that charm me most, — 


| sacrifice them to His blood. 


See, from His head, His hands, His feet, 
Sorrow and love flow mingled down; 

Did e’er such love and sorrow meet, 
Or thorns compose so rich a crown. 


Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a present far too small; 
Love so amazing, so divine, 
Demands my soul, my life, my all.” 


I would to God I could get you 
to look at the cross and see Je- 
sus hanging there in your place! 

I wish I could get you to think 
of the agony and pain He bore for 
you. 


Much has been written about 


the terrible brutality of the cross. 
It must have been extremely pain- 
ful. Nails driven in quivering 
hands, thorns tearing the flesh on 
His forehead, the hot sun beating 
down upon His naked body—all 
of these things and more to add 
to the intensity of the pain. Yet 
none of these things seemed to 
bring one cry from His lips! Man 
did his worst, but Jesus submitted 
Himself to his torture without a 
single protest! But there came a 
time when Jesus did cry. God had 
pulled a curtain of night over the 
dying form of His only begotten 
Son. And then it happened! Some- 
thing more terrible than nails 
driven into hands. What was it? 
God turned His back on. Jesus. 
Jesus was left alone to suffer the
